Dear Ms. Lipton: 

This is in response to your March 13, 2018 Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request, 
a copy of which is enclosed for your convenience. We received your request on the same day it 
was submitted and assigned it FOIA case number 18-F-0658. On March 23, 2018, you clarified 
your request with Team Lead, Brandon Gaylord, via email that your request pertains to both 
DARPA Public Affairs materials and responsive materials from DARPA overall. We ask that 
you use this number when referring to your request. 

Please be advised that we are currently processing your request and have tasked the 
Defense Advanced Research Projects Agency (DARPA), a component of the Office of the 
Secretary of Defense (OSD), to search for “any and all talking points and similar memorandums, 
emails, and transcripts providing advice or direction on how to handle the media, media 
interviews, and statements.” Specifically, you are requesting “any documents, emails or 
communications with the following phrases in the title or subject line”: 

• Talking points 

• STMT 

• Statement 

• Press Strategy 

The time frame for this request is November 8, 2016 through March 13, 2018. See enclosures 
for the full description of your request as well as your clarification email. 

After carefully reviewing your request, and tasking DARPA to conduct a search for 
responsive records, we were advised that additional information is needed. In this instance, your 
request does not reasonably describe the records you are seeking, making it overbroad and overly 
burdensome. We need more specifics on the records being sought, such as “policies related to a 
specific event” or “guidance distributed on a specific type of document.” In other words being 
specific as possible and providing as much information as possible will help us in locating the 
records of interest to you, if any exists. Please contact our office by July 16, 2019, with the 
specified information needed to conduct a reasonable search. Otherwise, we will close your 
request for not being reasonably described. Therefore, you may of course, submit a new request, 
providing greater specificity, at any time.
